Those who have exhibits on this 
table are D. Archibald, G, A. Hunt, 
G. VY. Hunt. N. Newgaard, M. Kneiff 
and M. K . Swartz. 
The apples es­ 
pecially are a marvel and the exhibit 
cannot be beaten in any state in the 
union. 
Of course the number of va­ 
rieties would not compare with some 
exhibits but the rich growth and 
color of this fruit is a study for the 
most critical horticulturist.

also said that the flavor of the apples 
grown in this soil is peculiarly de­ 
lightful.

T he state board of equalization 
now in session in St. Paul is going 
over its work of fixing the county 
a ssessm en ts and from all reports it 
seem s that the board is raising most 
everything. 
Real estate values were fixed last 
year for a biennial term , at a total of 
$489,213,453. 
This year only per­ 
sonal property is being assessed, and 
from present indications there w ill be 
a substantial increase over last year's 
assessm ent which footed up $98,803,- 
2,% after the HOO exem ption had been 
deducted from each asse,- ment. 
L ast year the assessors’ list aggre­ 
gated 
$111,063,000. 
The 
county 
boards of equalization raised them to 
$114,230,923, and the state bm rd 
clapped on another $6,000,000, leav­ 
ing the personal property valuation, 
including the exem ptions, $120,441,- 
641. 
This A’ear the assessors’ lists foot 
up $120,087,366, and the 
county 
boards brought the amount up to 
$123,666,730. 
A nother raise of six 
m illions if made would bring the per­ 
sonal property valuation up to about 
$130,000,000, which exemptions would 
reduce to $105,000,CKX). 
This added 
to the realty valuation, would bring 
the total up to 594.0 00,000, 
On this valuation the state revenue 
and school taxes arc levied to the 
amount of 2.83. m ills, apportioned us 
follows:

Even at the present rate of in­ 
c r e a se , it will he a long while before 
the valuation is brought up to that 
of t ie* period from 1892 to 1895. 
In 
the latter year it am ounted to $641,- 
250,281, butin 1896 $64, OOO, Ob I was 
taken from the valuation of town and 
c ity lots and buildings, and in 1900 
there was a further reduction of 
$2,000,000. 
The g r a d u a l increase in 
personal property assessm ents has 
not kept puce w ith this decrease in 
the real estate schedule. 
J'he advocates of tax reform are 
w aiting for the work of the tax com ­ 
m ission, which it is hoped will enable 
the state to get at franchises, aud to 
make an adequate assessm ent of the 
iron mines. 
If their hopes are real­ 
ized, the real e sta te assessm ent arni 
valuation on household goods, etc., 
may be still further reduced without 
a loss of revenue to the state. 
This year’s !*>anl of equalization, 
unable under the present laws to get 
at these large in terests, is hoisting 
the personal projierty assessment all 
down the line. 
W ith the present 
low tax levy the sta te needs a larger 
valuation, and the Ixmrd will put it 
on whatever it se e m s possible. 
Live 
stock and wagons arid carriages have 
been tilted up on an average of five 
lier cent, and som e other schedules I 
will receive still m ore heroic treat­ 
m ent.

grown in this soil is peculiarly de­ 
lightful.

In the building where the garden 
and farm produce is displayed Dodd 
A Betzold, Jacob Betzold and the 
poor farm have some great exhibits. 
The Dodd A Betzold display is 
•particularly attractive, showing the 
products of their garden labors. 
In 
the display there are nine varieties 
of sweet corn, seven of tomatoes, and 
four varieties of onions. They have 
one variety of potatoes,the** Brainerd 
beauty, ” which has yielded this year 
300 bushels to the acre. 
Mr. Dodd 
j^vras at the state fair with this potato 
and sold seed in eleven different 
states of the union. He will have 
about three car loads this year. 
The beautiful display of flowers and 
potted plants in the centre of the 
building is also attractive. 
The poor farm has a great display 
of grasses, all kinds of grain and 
garden produce, which is a credit to 
Superintendent McCullough. 
Some parties brought down a dis­ 
play of grains, etc, from the north­ 
ern part of the county, nearly forty 
miles from Brainerd, and placed them 
on exhibition, but it is not known 
what the names of the exhibitors are.

An Inclination on the part of the 


Board to Raise 
Most 


Everythin*:. 


The state board of equalization 
now in session in St. Paul is going 
over its work of fixing the county 
assesesments and from ail reports it 
seems that the board is raising most 
everything. 
Real estate values were fixed last 
year for a biennial term, at a total of 
6489.213,453. This year only per­ 
sonal property is being assessed, and 
from present indications there will be 
a substantial increase over last year's 
assessment which footed up $98,803,* 
235 after the 1100 exemption had been 
deducted from each assessment. 
Last year the assessors’ list aggre­ 
gated 
1111,063,000. 
The 
county 
boards of equalization raised them to 
$114.230,923, and the state board 
clapped on another $6,000,000, leav­ 
ing the personal property valuation, 
including the exemptions. $120,441,- 
m . 
This year the assessors’ lists foot 
up $120,087,366, and the 
county 
boards brought the amount up to 
$123,066,730. Another raise of six 
millions if made would bring the per­ 
sonal property valuation up to a bruit 
$130,000,000, which exempt ions would 
reduce to $105,000,000. This added 
to the realty valuation, would bring 
the total up to 594,000,006. 
On this valuation the state revenue 
and school taxes are levied to the 
amount of 2.88, mills, apportioned as 
follows:

This would raise, for all purposes, 
about $1,682.0*Mi, 
Even at the present rate of In­ 
crease, It will he a long while before 
the valuation is brought up to that 
of the period from 1*92 to 1*05. In 
the latter year it amounted to $641,- 
250,281, but in 1896 664,090,060 was 
taken from the valuation of town and 
city lots and buildings, and in 1900 
there was a further mluctiou of 
$2,000,900. The gradual increase in 
personal property assessments has 
not kept pace with this decrease in 
the real estate schedule. 
The advocates of tax reform are 
waiting for the work of the tax com­ 
mission, which It is hoped will enable 
the state to get at franchises, and to 
make an adequate assessment of the 
iron mines. 
If their hopes are real­ 
ized, the real estate assessment ana 
valuation on household goods, etc., 
may be still further reduced without 
a loas of revenue to the state. 
This year’s board of equalization, 
unable under the present laws to get 
at these large internets, is hoisting 
the penmnal property assessment all 
down the line. 
With the present 
low tax levy the state needs a larger 
valuation, and the board will put it 
on whatever it seems possible. Live 
stock and wagons and carriages have 
been tilted up on an average of five 
per cent, and some other schedules 
will receive still more heroic treat­ 
ment.

‘The discovery of these papera, how­ 
ever, mads the Vrm-zuetans very bit­ 
ter against me, and they placed me In­ 
communicado and threw me Into s 
dungeon. I protested against such cruel

brutea, and on July 19 1 told them 
they were killing me. They answered 
me wttb the butte of thrlr muskets, 
wbfeCh arara poked through the bars of 
fin dungeon. In doing ao they «truck 
me several times, and my aldea were 
black and blue. On that asma day they 
took ms aut of the call for a little 
while and, tying my thumbs together, 
hoisted am ip until my torn bandy 
lonchad the ground. Whan lowered, I 
In an «ghaosted condition gad 


mors like a deaüT man. 
I was flung 
back into my cell. The next day I was 
again subjected to more cruelty. 
“The guarda on that occasion took 
me out of my cell and ‘trussed* me.

The atreets, borníes, saloons and little 
halls near by reek with the blackest 


S e n tim e n ts and darkest deeds, and no 
one In the anarchistic group was filled 
with a more bitter hatred of existing 
things, rulers and government* and no 
one has uttered more violent senti­ 
ment* against capitalista and the rulers 
of nation* among these vicious viper* 
than Leon C’aolgos*. the assassin, says 
the New York Journal. Two years ago 
Paul rsolgoaa, the father of Leon < 'sol* 
foot, was the proprietor of the Wiilte 
Eagle hall, 
fie ha«l run the place for 
several year*. 
The hall Is now dirty and bare, and 
the place la not kept as It was when 
Leon t ’xolgosz a c te d aa Janitor m id 
j lo o k ed after the place that he carel 
for more than anything else on earth. 
It Is related that Icon slept very of­ 
ten In the hall where the tales of blood, 
venom and hatred of the human race 
• ran from black lips and still blacker

to the plena in favor of assassination

! day that abe first appeared In White 
, Eagle hall Leon I ’soigoez acceptful her 
| as tlM* leader of anarchy anil placed her 
teachings almve all others. About two 
years ago Paul rsolgoss gave up the 
saloon and went to live upon a snuiil 
farm near ilevehind with several 
niemtiers of tits family. 
I^eon dkl not take to work on the 
farm any move than he did to work lit 
tlie eity. He sought solitude and aviu- 
ed to lie always 111 at ease when In the 
presence of others and particularly 
when strangers were around, lie spent 
most of his time alone In the heavy 
woodland .studying the pamphlets and 
liter»ture circulated by Emma Gold­ 
man and 4Hher nnarcblat*. 
lie was 
naturally a coward and afraid of his 
shadow. 
He would not fight or defend him 
self, and the only time that he would 
slmw any sign of the real temper which j 
led tilns to Buffalo on his borrihl* mis­ 
sion was wlieu his pet ideas of social 
relations were attacked. 
Luring hi* 
stay in the country, as be studied the 
doctrines of anarchy in solitude, he be­ 
came more morose and wore upon his 
face the expression of an animal at j 
hay. 
Paul Psotgoaa baa a large family of ; 
children. He la living with his second j 
wife. Paul <’aolgoss. the father of the j 
assassin, seemed to be deeply Impress- ! 
ed by the enormity of the crime. Ho j 
•aid; *T cannot believe that my son | 
1 ,i*oii did this terrible act, although It 
must be true. There cannot be any ex­ 
cuse for such a crime, and, although he 
Is my son, he ought to be banged. 
**l do not believe that he did this 
thing of hta own accord. He could not 
originate such a crime. He must have 
lieen Influenced by others ami have 
been seat to do this deed. 
He was a 
good boy. lie could be easily led. He 
I was a tool of some one having a stron­ 
ger tu tod. 
I do oof know of the ex- 
1 Istence of any plot among anarchists 
! In which my son was Involved. I know 
tuy sou’s dlsposttlou well, 
lie la not 
strong and would not think of killing 
any one «raleas It wns suggested and 
forced upon him In tome way that he 
could not reaist** 
Mrs, Caolgota talked freely, and ap­ 
parently there was no effort on her 
part to coocsal anything In the history 
of her stepeon and family. 
Mlt must have been two month* ago 
that Leon left home, and the last that 
we heard from him was that ha era* la 
Indiana. This was about two weeks 
ago, and he wrote that ha was going 
far away. 
He did not aay where he 
was going. He dkl aay that we weak! 
probably never hear from him again. 
This was strange, of course, but Leon 
had the right to go where he itked. I

He had been 
unconscious* since 7:50 p. rn. 
His last 
conscious hour on earth was spent 
with the wife to whom he had de­ 
voted a lifetime of care. 
He died un­ 
attended by a minister of the gospel, 
but his last words were an humble 
submission to the will of the God In 
whom he believed. 
He was recon­ 
ciled to the cruel fate to which an as­ 
sassin’s bullet had condemned him 
and faced death in the same spirit of 
calmness and poise which has marked 
his long and honorable career. 
His 
last conscious words, reduced to writ­ 
ing by Dr. Ma nu, who stood at his side 
when they were uttered, were as fol­ 
lows: 
“Goodbye, all; goodbye. It is God’s 
way. 
His will be done.” 
His relatives and the members of 
his official family were at the Milburn 
house, bade him farewell, except Sec­ 
retary Wilson, who did not avail him­ 
self of the opportunity. Some others 
of his personal and political friends 
al^o took leave of him. This painful 
ceremony was simple. 
His 
friends 
came to the door of the sick room, 
took a longing glance at him and 
turned tearfully away. 
He was prac­ 
tically unconscious during this time.

The Last Farew ells Said. 
Before t> o ’clock it was clear 
to

effect in keeping back the approach of 
death. The president came out of one

With the circumstances sur­ 
rounding his death, resulting from the 
bullet of an assassin, fired while Mr. 
AIcKinley was receiving at the Pan-

Peculiar Action of President’s Heart 
Puzzled the Doctors. 
Buffalo, Sept. 14.—It is almost cer­ 
tain that an autopsy 
on the presi­ 
dent’s body will be held to determine 
the exact cause of death. This is the 
wish of all the surgeons and physi­ 
cians who were in attendance. 
The 
peculiar action of 
the 
president’s 
heart was more or less of a puzzle to 
them all, and Dr. McBurney expressed 
the opinion that to the interest of sci­ 
ence, as well as to the interest of the 
government and the world, it was de­ 
sirable that the exact cause of death 
be determined. The president’s heart 
gave trouble from the beginning, but 
its erratic action was at first thought 
to be due to the shock of the wound, 
but when the wound had begun to pro­ 
gress favorably the heart gave more 
trouble and anxiety than ever. 
Its 
action became feeble and finally gave 
out altogether. 
The president’s death was due to 
heart exhaustion, but some of the 
physicians do not believe there was 
organic heart trouble. The theory of 
at least one of the physicians is that 
the original shock of the first bullet 
over the heart had much to do with 
the trouble which caused death.

MARTYR’S DEATH 
Man Beloved by M Peoples Succumbs After a Struggle 
For One Week. 
The Spark of Life Becomes Extinct at 2:15 O'clock at 
The Milburn Home. 


HIS WIFE AT THE BEDSIDE 


LAST CONSCIOUS HOURS ON 
EARTH DEVOTED TO HER 
CONSOLATION. 


SHOWS UHEAT FORTITUDE 


THE STRICKEN WOMAN GOES 
BRAVELY THROUGH THE 
TRYING SCENE. 


Buffalo, Sept 14.—Pretldent Mc­ 
Kinley died at 2:15 a. m. He had been 
uncpnsciout since 7:50 p. m. Hla last 
conscious hour on earth was spent 
with the wife to whom he had de­ 
voted a lifetime of care. He died un­ 
attended by a minister of the gospel, 
but his last words were an bumble 
submission to the will of the God In 
whom be believed. He was recon­ 
ciled to the cruel fate to which an as­ 
sassin's bullet had condemned him 
and faced death In the same spirit of 
calmness and poise which has marked 
hla long and honorable career. His 
last conscious words, reduced to writ­ 
ing by Dr. Msnu, who stood it his side 
when they were uttered, were as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Good by s, all; goodbye. It is God’s 
way. His will be done.” 
Hla relatives and the members of 
bis official, family were at the Milburn 
bouse, bade him farewell, except Sec­ 
retary Wilson, who did not avail him­ 
self of the opportunity. Some others 
of his personal and political friends 
al|o took leave of him. This painful 
ceremony was simple. His friends 
came to the door of the sick room, 
took a longing -glance at him sad 
turned tearfully away. He was prac­ 
tically unconscious during this time. 
But the powerful heart stimulants, 
including oxygen, were employed to 
restore him to consciousness for hla 
Final Parting With His Wifs. 
He asked for her and she sat at his 
side sad hsld his hand. He consoled 
her and hade her goodbye. She went 
through the heart-trying scene with 
tbs same bravery and fortitude with 
which she has boras the grief of Us 
tragedy which esded his life. 
Tbs Immediate cause of the presí­ 
dante death Is andetermiaed. Hla 
physicians disagree and it will pos­ 
sibly regolfe an autopsy to fix tbs 
exact cause. Tbs president's remains 
will bo taken to Washington and there 
will ho a state foaeraL Vico (resident 
Roosevelt, who now succeeds to tbs 
presidency, may take the oath of of- 
Ice wherever he happens to hear the 
arws. The cabinet will, of course, 
r«*¿gn In a body, and President Roots- 
velt will have an opportunity of form­ 
ing a new cabinet If be so desires.

Had the death come earlier It Is po* * 
a!We that the authorities would have 
had to cope with more or less vio­ 
lence. The Last Farewells Said. 
Before 5 o'clock It was clear to 
those at the president's bedside that 
he was dying and preparations were 
made for the last sad offices of fare­ 
well from those who were nearest and 
dearest to him. Oxygen had been ad­ 
ministered steadily but with little 
effect In keeping back the approach of 
death. The president came out of one 
period of unconsciousness only to 
relapse Into another. But In this 
period, when his mind was partially 
clear, occurred a series of events of 
profoundly touching character. Down­ 
stairs, with strained and tesr stained 
faces, members of the cabinet were 
grouped In anxious waiting. Tbey 
knew the end was near and that the 
time bad come when they must see 
him for the last time on earth. This 
was about € o'clock. One by one they 
ascended the 
stairway—Secretary 
Root, Secretary Hitchcock and Attor­ 
ney General Knox. Secretory Wilson 
also was there, but he held back, not 
wishing to see the president in his 
last agony. There was only a mo­ 
mentary stay of the cabinet officers 
at the threshold of the death cham­ 
ber. Then they withdrew, the tears 
streaming down their faces and the 
words of Intense grief choking in 
their throats. After they left the sick 
room the physicians rallied him to 
consciousness and the president asked 
alm«wt immediately that his wife be 
brought to him. The doctors foil back 
into the shadows of the room as Mrs. 
lie Kin ley came through the doorway. 
The strong face of the dying man 
lighted up with a faint smile as their 
hands were clasped. She sat beside 
him. and held bis hand. 
Despite her 
physical weakness she 
Bore Up Bravely Under the Ordeal- 
The president In his last period of 
consciousness, 
which ended 
about 
7:40, chanted the words of the hymn. 
“Nearer, My God. to Thee.” and his , 
last audible conscious words, at taken * 
down by Dr. Mann at the bedalde, 
were: 
“Goodbye, all; goodbye. It la God’s 
way. Hla will be done." 
Then hla mind began to wander and 
so he completely loet consciousness 
His life was prolonged for hours by 
the administration or oxygen and the 
president finally expressed a desire to 
be allowed to die. About S:lfi tie 
administration of oxygen ceased and 
the pelee grew fainter and fainter. 
He wna sinking gradually like a child. 
Into the eternal slumber. By 10 
o'clock the pulse could no longer be 
felt In his extremities and they grew 
cold.Below stairs the grief stricken gath 
erlng waited aadly for the end. All 
the evening those who had hastened 
here fast aa steel and «team conld 
carry them continued to arrive. They 
drove op In carriages at a gallop or 
were whisked np In satomofelMh, all 
intent upon getting here before death 
came. Die of the ls*t to arrima was 
Attorney General Knox, who reached 
the house at ***>.

Another Methodist min­ 
ister who has a church near by ro­ 
ma I ned at the Milburn reside wee for 
two hours in the belief that his serv­ 
ice* might lie desired. At 2:37 dec­ 
retory Cortelyou, who had been much 
of the time with his dying chief, seat 
out formal notification that the presi­ 
dent wan dying Rut the president 
lingered on, his pulse growing fainter 
and fainter. There was no need tor 
official bulletin* after this. Those 
who came from the house at Intervals 
told the same story—that 
The Pretldent Was Dying 
and that the end might come at any 
time. His tremendous vitality was 
the only remaining factor la the re­ 
sult, and this gave hope only of brief 
postponement of the end. Dr. Mynter 
thought he might last until S a. m. 
fir. Mann said at 11 o’clock that the 
president was still alive and probably 
would live an hour Thus minutes 
lengthened to hours and midnight 
came with the president ttlll battling 
against death. At this midnight hour 
the Milburn house was the center off 
a scene as animated as though It were 
midday, although a solemn hush hung 
over the great crowd of watchers. The 
entire lower part of the house waa 1 
aglow with light and the many at­ 
tendants, friends snd relative* could 
be seen moving about snd occasion­ 
ally coming In groups to the front 
doorway tor a breath of air. In the 
tipper front chamber* the lights were 
low snd around on the north side, 
where the chamber of death Is lo­ 
cated, there were fitful lights, some 
burning brightly and then turned low. 
Secretary Root snd ftecretary Wil­

The Beginning of the End. 
About 2 o’clock Dr. Rlx*»y noticed 
the unmlstakeable signs of dissolution 
snd the Immediate member* of the 
family were summoned to the bedside. 
Mrs. McKinley was asleep and it was 
deemed desirable not to awaken her 
tor the last moments of anguish.

erred on the last mentioned committee 
until the expiration of his last term as 
representative. While chairman of this 
committee he fram ed the McKinley bill, 
which afterw ard became a law. 
McKinley was a protege of ex-Presl- 
dent Hayes, and up to the time of the 
latter’* death he recognised the ex- 
president as his adviser and counselor. 
Ile was in General Hayes’ regiment 
during the civil war. General Hayes 
knew him ami his father well, and saw 


at the establishm ent of a fellow repre­ 
sentative in Boston, In order to demon­ 
strate the cheapness of wearing aj© 
pare!, stands out with vivid distinct­ 
ness. 
It was this earnestness and self con­ 
viction that made McKinley’s address 
In the house and on the stum p so effec­ 
tive, 
Indeed the occasion Is still re­ 
called when lie held an audience of 
Georgia people for two hours at a 
Chautauqua assembly near Atlnntn 
w hile he preached to them the glories 
of the protective tariff system. 
"It 
was only by the greatest self control," 
said the late Henry W. Grady, speak­ 
ing of this event afterw ard, “th at I 
restrained myself from rising as Mc­ 
Kinley concluded his wonderful speech 
and declaring myself henceforth ready 
to follow him na a disciple." 
Jam es G. Blaine In his “Twenty 
Years of Congress” reviewed the For­ 
ty-fifth congress, In which McKinley 
first sat, as follows; “William Melvin 
ley, Jr., entered from the Canton dis 
trict. He enlisted In an Ohio regiment 
when but 17 years old and won the 
rank of m ajor by meritorious service. 
Tho interest of bls constituency and 
his own bent of mind led him to the 
study of Industrial questions, and lie 
wits soon recognized iii the house as 
one of tho most thorough statisticians 
and one of tho ablest defenders of the 
doctrine of protection.” 
At a great mass meeting Iii Indian 
a polls several years ago the late ex- 
Presblent Harrison was presiding chi­ 
cer. 
McKinley w’as one of the speak­ 
ers, and Harrison Introduced him us 
follows: 
“He has endeared himself to all by 
hi* record a* a gallant young soldier 
battling for the Hag. 
lie has honored 
himself, his state and the country by 
bls conspicuous services in high legis­ 
lative and executive places. 
No man 
more than he is fam iliar with the ques­ 
tions that now engage public thought. 
No man is more able than he lucidly to 
set them before the people.

Peculiar Action of President’s H eart 
Puzzled the Doctors. 
Buffalo, Sept. 14.—It is alm ost cer­ 
tain that an autopsy 
on the presi­ 
dent's body will be held to determ ine 
the exact cause of death. This is the 
wish of all the surgeons and p hysi­ 
cians who were in attendance. 
The 
peculiar action of 
the 
president’s 
heart was more or less of a puzzle to 
them all, and Dr. McBurney expressed 
the opinion that to the interest of sci­ 
ence, as well as to the interest of the 
government and the world, It was de­ 
sirable th at the exact cause of death 
he determined. The president's heart 
gave trouble from the beginning, but 
its erratic action was at first thought 
to be due to the shock of the wound, 
but when the wound had begun to pro­ 
gress favorably the heart gave more 
trouble and anxiety than ever. 
Its 
action became feeble and finally gave 
out altogether. 
The president’s death was due to 
heart exhaustion, but some of the 
physicians do not believe there was 
organic heart trouble. 
The theory of 
at least one of the physicians is that 
the original shock of the first bullet 
over the heart had much to do with 
the trouble whic h caused death.

He 
prepared himself by thorough courses 
of reading for hia public career.

** mbted Garfield much In this respect 
and possessed elementa of strength by 
reason of hts thorough study of polit­ 
ical subjects. He seems to hare had in 
view from the beginning the devotion 
of bla life to public service. During all 
his early professional years he waa an 
active participant In Mepubllran cam­ 
paigns and early gave evidence of the 
j*»wer he later developed aa a public 
Kpoaker and orator.

Peculiar Action of President's Heart 
Puzzled the Doctors 
Buffalo, Sept. 14.—It to almost cer­ 
tain that an autopsy on the presi­ 
dent's body will be held to determine 
the exact cause of death. This to the 
wish of all the surgeons and physi­ 
cians who were in attendance. The 
peculiar action of the presldent'a 
heart was more or less of a pussle to 
them *11, and Dr. McBurney expressed 
the opinion that to the Interest of sci­ 
ence, aa wall as to the Interest of the 
government and the world, It was de­ 
sirable that tha exact cause of death 
he determined. The president’s heart 
gave trouble from the beginning, but 
its erratic action was at first thought 
to he due to the shock of the wound, 
hut when the wound had begun to pro­ 
gress favombly the heart gave more 
trouble and anxiety than ever. Its 
action became feeble and finally gave 
out altogether. 
The president's death was due to 
heart exhaustion» but some of the 
physicians do not believe there waa 
organic heart trouble. The theory of 
at least one of the physicians to that 
the original shock of Ike first bullet 
over the heart had much to do with 
the trouble which caused death. 
AT HIS OLD HOME. 
Itaaidsfita of Can ton Gri of-Stricken 
Ovar the News. 
Canton, O., Sept. 14 —All Canton 
awaited news from Buffalo with bated 
breath from early evening and until 
the morning waa well advanced peo­ 
ple thronged tbe down town street# 
an<l sought the latest news. The bul­ 
letin boards were constantly surround­ 
ed by crowds that nearly packed the 
streets for several blocks on either 
side. It was a quiet, orderly crowd, 
bowed down with an overwhelming 
sorrow. There was no demonstration 
over the news. As the news told of 
the approaching end the grief of the 
watchers grew more intense. Eyes 
were red with weeping and sobs min­ 
gled with words of such conversation 
as was attempted. Men and women 
alike walked about the streets with 
tears streaming down their cheeks. 
At the McKinley house half a dozen 
servants, the only Inmates, were well 
nigh prostrated. Many of them bava 
been long associated with the McKin­ 
ley family and deeply feel the be­ 
reavement.

NEG RO GRABBED ASSASSIN. 


J. H. I’nrkrr Tell* How He Tackled 
Man Who Shot the President. 
J. B. Parker, who grabbed President 
McKinley'* assassin about the neck 
with a strangle hold, preventing the 
tiring of a third shot, la a negro who 
Ii vt** in New York city. He was born 
In Atlanta, Ga., forty-four years ago 
In slavery. 
He went to the Pan-American exposi­ 
tion to take a place a* waiter In the 
Bailey restaurant. 
He lives at 223 
Clinton street. Buffalo, while at work 
at the exposition. He I* a giant In size, 
standing six feet, erect as an Indian, 
ha* very regular features and is light 
In color. The assassin tore his vest 
buttons entirely off In the struggle. 
Parker said to a reporter of the New 
York Journal: 
"It’s the very best day's work I ever 
did. 
If I had not grabbed that crazy 
loon, he would have shot again. I got 
a strangle buhl on bls neck that I 
learned flown south. 
Just think, old 
Father Abe freed me. and now I saved 
his successor from death, provided that 
bullet that he got Into the president 
don't kill him. 
"Yes. I live in New York, but I never 
had a chaute before to shake any pres­ 
ident's hand. 
I stood in line waiting 
my turn. 
A lady was a beati of me. 
aud behind was a fellow with fight 
hair about 5 feet 0 inches tall. He had 
a cap in his left hand and a handker­ 
chief in right hand. 
He was right In 
front of me, and I had a good chance 
to look at him as we xvalkcd slowly 
down the line. 
"He did not seem nervous as I recall 
it, but he kept glaring at the president 
all the while In a funny ktud of way. 
I w as not watching him when we got 
to the president, but was looking at 
the president. 
Suddenly I heard two 
sharp report*, the handkerchief on the 
man** hand burst into a blase, and the 
fellow raised his smoking pistol to 
•hoot again, aiming this time at the 
president** heart. 
"It seemed to cue my own heart was 
In my mouth, but I gave a jump, threw 
my left arm around the man aud knock­ 
ed his hand down. Then the detective* 
and myself dragged him into a aide 
ren.rn and threw him on a table and 
searched bim. 
"The president turned a shade pal* 
and sat down ou a bench. 
My clothes 
were half torn off me, but I thank the 
good Lord I did what I could to save 
the successor of the man who freed my 
people. 
I shall stay right here. work­ 
ing as walter."

supply of such articles may, and 
often does, become exhausted during 
,* the interval between the stated ineet- 
l> ing.s of the council, yet the matter is 
*1 rarely of sufficient moment to justify 
p the calling of a special 
m eeting. 
It The purchase of n ton of hay for the 
J* tire departm ent, or a keg of nails for 
b the street commissioner should not, 
ordinarily, require a formal m eeting 
y of the council, but it would not be 
gfMKl business to leave such pur- 
▼ chases to the discretion of the dif­ 
ferent individuals in the employ of 
the several departments. 
The ques­ 
tion of honest dealing asale, such a 
System would result in loss through 
over-stocking on the one hand, or 
sudden deficiencies to be supplied at 
em ergency prices, on the otner. 
To 
secure, therefore, a practical, econom­ 
ical and safe m anagem ent of these 
oft-recurring transactions, a purchas­ 
ing com m ittee was 
provided for, 
though its appointm ent 
was not 
made com pulsory. 
This com m ittee 
should keep in touch w ith tile needs 
of the various departm ents so as to 
be able to advise the larger body by 
its approval or disapproval of pur­ 
chases or bills, as the ease may Iv. 
Such a com m ittee has l*een appoint­

46 is mandatory and goes to the 
iKiwerof the city to bind itself; when 
it applies, therefore, a disregard of 
its provisions will be at the peril o r 
the seller.

He was born 
Iii Atlanta, Ga., forty-four years ago 
In slavery. 
He went to the Pan-American exposi­ 
tion to take a place as waiter in the 
Bailey restaurant. 
He lives at 223 
Clinton street, Buffalo, while at work 
at the exposition. He is a giant In size, 
standing six feet, erect as an Indian, 
lias very regular features and is light 
Iii color. The assassin tore his vest 
buttons entirely off iii the struggle. 
Parker said to a reporter of the New 
York Journal: 
“It’s the very best day's work I ever 
did. 
If I had not grabbed that crazy 
loon, he would have shot again. I got 
a strangle hold on ills neck that I 
lea rood down south.

Father Abe freed me, and now I saved 
his successor from death, provided that 
bullet that he got Into the president 
don't kill him.

M ill not Accept Overtures of 


Normal Board. 


The peace proposition of the state 
normal board ha* been transmit ted 
to the state board of control. It was 
agreed upon by President Ankeny 
and Directors Mitchell aud Ham­ 
mond and outlines a working plan 
on which the normal board is willing 
to co-operate 
with the 
board of 
control, says the Minneapolis Jo u r­ 
nal. 
The board*of control refuses to di­ 
vulge the contents of the report 
until it has prepared its answer. 
It 
is therefore evident that the board 
of control is not prepared to accept 
the pro posit ion without some amend* 
merit. 
Two of tho normal schools have 
voluntarily surrendered and nulified 
the action of the normal bourd. This 
morning the board of control re­ 
ceived copies of the payrolls for 
August from Moorhead and Manka­ 
to, properly attested by the resident 
director and the president of the 
school. 
The board of control approved them 
and sent them to the state auditor, 
who will issue the proper warrants, 
and the employes will 
get their 
money, The Moorhead pay roll was 
$437 and Mankato #385. 
From all that can b<* learned it 
seems that the m enders of th** nor­ 
mal board have virtually conceded J 
that the board of control has t Im* I 
authority to handle tie* finances of 
the normal schools and make ail the 
disbursements as they ace fit, and it 
is understood that th** normal board 
mem I hts are 
willing to 
concede 
everything that the board of control 
claim* as its perogutive in caw? it 
would make them agree to name the 
resident member of the norm al board 
as purchasing agent* for the school* 
in their renpectivecities.

Ha Is ted, et al», in re the mat­ 
ter of paying for the street sign» 
painted by Roy Guthrie is very elab­ 
orate and define» closely the duties 
of the city council or the purchasing 
committee relative to making pur­ 
chase» for the city. Judge McClena­ 
han yesterday, a* was stated, dis­ 
charged the order to show cause, 
City Attorday Crowell having de­ 
murred to the complaint at the time 
it was served. 
The following is an excerpt from 
the decision of the judge which may 
be 
interesting, 
relating to the 
purchase of supplies or material: 
The city council, as a body, has 
knowledge of the need of them in 
general way, but not in detail. The 
supply of such articles may, aoi 
often does, become exhausted during 
the interval between the stated meet 
pi ings of the council, yet the matter is 
*1 rarely of sufficient moment to justify 
p the calling of a special meeting, 
f The purchase of n ton of hay for the 
j* fire department, or a keg of nails for 
b the street commissioner should not 
ordinarily, require a formal meeting 
y of the council, but it would not be 
good business to leave such pur 
▼ ( bases to the discretion of the dif 
ferent individuals in the employ o 
the several departments. The que» 
tio>i of honest dealing aside, such 
fystem would result in loss through 
over stocking on the one hand, or 
sudden deficiencies to be supplied at 
emergency prices, on the other. To 
secure, therefore, a practical, econom 
ical and safe management of these 
oft-recurring transactions, a pu rehaz 
ing committee was provided for 
though its appointment was not 
made compulsory. This committee 
should keep in touch with the needs 
of the various departments so as to 
be able to advise the larger body by 
its approval or disapproval of pur­ 
chases or bills, as the case may be. 
Such a committee has been appoint­ 
ed by the council of this city, and all 
persons dealing with the city must 
determine for themselves whether or 
no the commodity which they are 
about to sell is within the class 
("material or supplies") set apart 
by the charter for approval by this 
committee. If it be within tbat class, 
and a sale is undertaken without such 
approval, the seller will lose his bar 
gain, if nothing more, should the 
city assert its strict legal right. Sec. 
46 Is mandatory and goes to the 
power of the city to bind itself; where 
ft applies, therefore, a disregard of 
its provision* will be at the peril of 
the seller.

Mill not Accept Overtures of 


Normal Board. 


The peace proposition of the state 
normal board has been transmitted 
to the state board of control. It was 
agreed upon by President Ankeny 
and 
Directors Mitchell aud Ham­ 
mond and outlines a working plan 
on which the normal board is willing 
to co-operate 
with the 
board of 
control, says the Minneapolis Jour­ 
nal. 
The Ixia rtf of control refuses to di­ 
vulge the contents of tin* report 
until it has prepared it* answer. 
It 
is therefore evident that the Ixia rd 
of control is not prepared to accept 
the proposition without some amend­ 
ment. 
Two of the normal 
schools have 
voluntarily surrendered and nulified 
the action of the normal )>oard. This 
morning the board of control re­ 
ceived copies of the payrolls for 
August from Moorhead and Manka­ 
to, properly attested by the resident 
director and the president of the 
school.

Ariel MRebellion of Tariffville, near 
Hartford, who has been conducting 
extensive and successful experiments 
with shade grown Sum atra tobacco 
leaf, has also been making tests of 
raising various kinds of garden truck 
under cheesecloth, says the New Y'ork 
Tost. 
The cheesecloth tents supply 
tropical conditions to some extent and w 
cause vegetation to grow rapidly and * 
luxuriantly. The m arket produce ex­ 
periments have not been complete or 
elaborate, and, although they will be 
repeated with greater care aud scope 
next year, some tentative conclusions 
are suggested by the current tests. 
Shade grown potatoes have not prov­ 
ed a success because the tops grew 
rankly at ti)© expense of the vegetable 
Itself. 
Substantially sim ilar results 
were obtained from beets and onions, 
the rapid growths going to the tops 
rather than to the roots. 
Squashes 
flourished, and they were tender, with 
a superior flavor, but It was noticed 
that they decayed more rapidly than 
those raised in the outer air. Lettuce 
grew with remarkable rapidity, and 
the quality was superb. J. IL Hale of 
South Glastonbury, the peach king, be­ 
lieves th at great possibilities Inhere In 
the application of the shade p rin c ip le ^ 
to the cultivation of certain kinds of ^ 
garden produce, and he proposes to 
make extensive experiments next year 
Iii raising early muskmelons under 
cheesecloth.

It Is Said that State Board of Control 
M ill not Atccffi Overtures of 
formal Board. 
The peace proposition of the state 
normal board has been transmitted 
to the state board of control. It was

Ariel Mitchelson of Tariffville, near 
Hartford, who bas been conducting 
extensive and successful experiments 
with shade grown Sumatra tobacco 
leaf, has also been making tests of 
raising various kinds of garden truck 
under cheesecloth, says the New York 
Post. 
The cheesecloth tents supply 
tropical conditions to some extent and ^ 
cause vegetation to grow rapidly and ^ 
luxuriantly. The market produce ex­ 
periments have not been complete or 
elaborate, and, although they w ill be 
repeated with greater care aud scope 
next year, som e tentative conclusions 
are suggested by the current tests. 
Shade grown potatoes have not prov­ 
ed a success because the tops grew 
rankly at the expense of the vegetable 
Itself. 
Substantially 
similar 
results 
were obtained from beets and onions, 
tile rapid growths going to the tops 
rather than to the roots. 
Squashes 
flourished, and they were tender, with 
a superior flavor, but it was noticed 
that they decayed more rapidly than 
those raised In the outer air. Lettuce 
grew with remarkable rapidity, and 
the quality w as superb.

Besides the president's own phy­ 
sician, Dr. Rlxey, three surgeons of In­ 
ternational reputation and fire reputed 
the best In their localities w ere pres­ 
ent. Dr. Lee of fit. lamts aqd Dr. Myn- 
ter of Buffalo were on the grounds 
and reached the wounded president’s 
side in ten minutes. Dr. Mann and Dr. 
Parmniter were at the hospital within 
an hour, and Dr. Roswell Park, who 
was In Niagara Falla, was borne with 
marvelous speed on a Michigan Uentral 
special train to Boffalo and within an 
hour and a half was also at the operat­ 
ing table. Dr, N. W. Wilson, In charge 
of the emergency hospital; Dr. Charles 
G. fitockton of Buffalo and Dr. Eugene 
Wand In, surgeon of the marine hos­ 
pital department; Dr. Charles McBur- 
ney, leading New York surgeon, sod 
Dr. Price of Buffalo were also tn at­ 
tendance. 
Dr. Presley M. Rlxey, brother of Con­ 
gressman John Franklin Rlxey of the 
Eighth Virginia congressional district. 
Is a medical Inspector in the United 
fitates navy and physician to the presi­ 
dent’s family, accompanying President 
and Mr». McKinley on all their Jour­ 
ney* over the country. He Is a Virgin­ 
ian, lx»rn at Culpeper, and was appoint­ 
ed nn assistant surgeon In the navy on 
Jan. 28, 1874. In 1H7« lie wa* assigned 
to the marine hospital at Philadelphia, 
the next year going to the Norfolk 
navy yard and in 1878 was assigned to 
sfieeial service. 
Surgeon General Hates of the navy, 
who was the physician of the McKin­ 
ley* when they moved Into the White 
House, was succeeded when he died tu 
CMotier, 181*7, by General Leonard 
Wood. When General Wood left Wash­ 
ington as colonel of the rough riders 
early in 19BS, the president selected as 
his successor Dr. Rlxey, and for three 
year* that officer has constantly at­ 
tended the president and ids wife. 
Dr. Roswell Park is easily the fore­ 
most of the corps of physician» attend­ 
ing the president lie Is a surgeon of 
worldwide fame and author of "Park's 
fly stem of fiurg* ry,” a standard work, 
lie Is also an acknowledged expert in 
cancer. He Is st*out forty-eight years 
of age and enjoys a good practice. He 
was graduated from the Rush Medical 
college some twenty-five years ago and 
for s time taught there what be had 
learned. 
Subsequently he spent much time tn 
European study and upon his return 
rarued his present reputation as a 
rapid, clean and what la professionally 
termed a pretty operator and I» ons of 
the few ambidextrous surgeons In prac­ 
tice. He Is chief surgeon at the Buffalo 
General hospital, professor of surgery 
at the University of Buffalo and lives 
In Buffalo* 
Dr. Herman Mynter, an older man, 
perhaps fifty-six, Is a Dane by birth 
ami famous on two continents as an 
expert abdominal surgeon and special­ 
ist on appendicitis, concerning which 
subject be has written a work which 
ts Indispensable to the profession.

SHADE GROWN PRODUCE. 
I*lcm ll*s E irfrlsrata C*s- 
S a etea In C on n ect len t. 
Ariel Mltcbelson of Tariffvllle, near 
Hartford, who has been conducting 
extensive and successful experiments 
with shade grown finmatra tobacco 
leaf, has also been making tests of 
raising various kinds of garden truck 
under cheesecloth, says the New York 
Post. The cheesecloth tents supply 
tropical conditions to some extent and ^ 
cause vegetation to grow rapidly and 9 
luxuriantly. The market produce ex­ 
periments have not been complete or 
elaborate, and, although they will be 
repeated with greater care and scope 
next year, some tentative conclusions 
are suggested by the current tests. 
Shade grown potatoes have not prov­ 
ed a success because the tops grew 
rankly at the expense of the vegetable 
Itself. Substantially similar results 
were obtained from beets and onions, 
the rapid growths going to the tops 
rather than to the roots. Squashes 
flourished, and they were tender, with 
a superior flavor, but it was noticed 
that they decayed more rapidly than 
those raised In the outer air. Lettuca 
grew with remarkable rapidity, and 
the quality was superb. J. H. Hale of 
South Glastonbury, the peach king, be­ 
lieves that great possibilities Inhere tn 
the application of the shade principle ^ 
to the cultivation of certain kind# of w 
garden produce, and he proposes to 
make extensive experiments next year 
In raising early musk melons under 
cheesecloth.

“The attitude of Nicaragua is curi­ 
ous. 
The population and resources of 
that country are insignificant. An a t­ 
tack from that source1 is not to be 
taken seriously. President Zelaya is an 
advanced radical. 
He has always en­ 
couraged th** holding of international 
congresses at Nicaragua, where con­ 
spiracies are formed against other gov­ 
ernments. Many plans for revolutions 
have originated 
In Nicaragua. 
One 
against Mexico was 
formed there. 
Arms and ammunition can be brought 
there for the ostensible use of the Nic­ 
araguan government and then turned 
over to filibustering parties. 
In this 
way much trouble is caused, although 
no serious injury eau result. 
“The great body of Venezuelans do 
not desire war with Colombia. 
Presi­ 
dent Castro Is an Illiterate and ambi­ 
tious man. Five years ago he was liv­ 
ing in Colombia just across the frontier 
from 
Venezuela.

kept a small 
hotel at 8alazar. Many refugees from 
Venezuela stopped at his hotel, and in 
this way he became identified with the 
revolutionary movement against An­ 
drade. 
“ At that time Castro and T ribe made 
compacts to overthrow their respective 
governments. 
Castro became a minor 
leader In the movement against An­ 
drade, which was successful. The real 
leaders could not agree among them­ 
selves as to who should be made presi­ 
dent and Castro was chosen as a com­ 
promise. 
In the meantime Uribe had 
failed to overthrow his government.

Ecuador as a nation 1« not prosecut­ 
ing war against the United States of 
C’oiombla. Diplomatic relations of the 
most cordial character are still main­ 
tained between the two governments. 
Expeditions recently leaving Ecuador 
to operate foe the overthrow of Colom­ 
bia are composed entirely of fllfliuster- 
lng parties. 
The authorities of Ecua­ 
dor are presumably making all honest 
efforts to suppress these expeditions. 
Dr. Thomas Iferran, secretary of ths 
Colombian legation at Washington and 
charge d’affaires In the absence of Min­ 
ister 8 lira, 
recently explained the 
South American situation to a New 
York World correspondent. He eald: 
Mfienor Alfaro, who relinquished the 
presidency of Ecuador last Sunday 
(Bept. 1», being succeeded by Senor 
Plaza, lias always been hostile to Co­ 
lombia. He has permitted filibustering 
expeditions to be fitted out and to pro­ 
ceed against Colombia, although de­ 
claring that tils administration waa 
striving to prevent these attacks. 
**Prcsldent Plaza upon assuming of­ 
fice promised to suppress filibustering. 
The expeditions now proceeding against 
Colombia do not have the open support 
of the Ecuadorean government. They 
were doubtless formed at the Instiga­ 
tion of Alfaro. 
These expeditions are 
eald to be strong and to tie assisted by 
warships, but In no sense do they rep­ 
resent t€e making of war by Ecuador 
upon Colombia. The Colombian minis­ 
ter Is still at Quito and advises that 
the government of Ecuador promises 
to do all possible toward preventing 
the com inf ss ion of attacks by Its own 
citizens. 
“The attitude of Nicaragua Is curi­ 
ous. The population and resources of 
that country are ticdgnlfieant. 
An at­ 
tack from that source Is not to lie 
taken seriously. President Eefaya Is an 
advaru-tsl radical. 
He has always eti­ 
co urnged the holding of International 
congresses at Nicaragua, where con­ 
spiracies are formed against other gov­ 
ernments. 
Many plans for revolutions 
have originated 
in Nicaragua. 
One 
against Mexico was 
formed there. 
Arno* and amuiunitioii can be brought 
there for the ostensible use of the Nic­ 
araguan government and then turned 
over to filibustering parties. 
In this 
way innch trouble is caused, although 
no serious Injury can result. 
“ The great body of Venezuelans do 
not desire war with Colombia. 
Presi­ 
dent Castro hi an Illiterate and ambi­ 
tious man. Five years ago be was liv­ 
ing in Colombia just across the frontier 
from 
Venezuela. 
He kept a email 
hot id at Ha lazar. Many refugees from 
Venezuela stopped at hie hotel, and In 
this way he became Identified with the 
revolutionary movement against An­ 
drade. 
“ At that time Castro and Uribe made 
compacts to overthrow their respective 
govern menta. Castro became a minor 
trader In the movement against An­ 
drade. which waa auceeasful. The real 
lenders could not agree among them­ 
selves as to w ho should be made presi­ 
dent and Castro was chosen as a com­ 
promise. 
In the meantime Uribe had 
failed to overthrow his government, 
lie was compelled to flee from the 
country, 
lie appealed to Castro to 
carry oat his promise of assistance 
mail# when both were forming their 
original conspiracy. Castro Is now try­ 
ing to make good his promise. 
“The scheme of Castro and Uribe to 
re-establish the greater republic* em­ 
bracing Venezuela, Ecuador and Co- 
lomlila, cannot be successful. The two 
lenders would quarrel for supremacy If 
the plan could 
be made 
operative. 
Both would demand the presidency. 
“ I t«lleve the attitude of the United 
Ktates w ill prevent the actual declara­ 
tion of war by Venezuela against Co­ 
lombia. 
The United States ts pledged 
U> maintain the neutrality of the Isth­ 
mus of Panama and to support the 
sovereignty of Colombia. The declara­ 
tion that this w ill be done w ill. In my 
Judgment, deter Venezuela from forc­ 
ing war. 
“ The rebels la Colombia are bow sim­ 
ply guerrillas. They hofel no Important 
towns and have not even the Impor­ 
tance the FUtptnoe have la the Island 
of Luzon. They wander about, attack­ 
ing smAll villages and preying upon 
farmers and looting Chineas. Through­ 
out the veiled attacks by Venezuela 
sad Kcoador the Colombina govern­ 
ment has been quiet and patient 
No 
serious 'effects am anticipated.”
